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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
upon  the  Health  of  your  District  during  the  year  19^2. 

The  section  dealing  ulth  Vital  Statistics  may  present 
one  or  tvro  points  about  vhich  comments  would  not  be  in-appropriate. 

The  Birth  Rate,  after  shor/ing  a marked  increase  of  from 
18,6  (corrected)  for  19^0  to  21.4  (corrected)  for  1951  has  declined 
to  19.9  for  1952.  Ror  comparison  the  Crude  figures  of  this 
Sanitary  District  with  those  of  England  4;  yales  ('-.s  a uiiole)  are 
resnectively  15*94  and  15.5  for  19505  18. 26  and  15.!^  for  1951? 

and'l7.7  and  15*3  for  1952. 

The  Death  Rate  is  little  changed,  the  current  crude 
figures  being  I3.8  for  1952  as  to  13*84  for  1951*  The  comp- 
arative figures  for  England  Males  were  11,6  for  1950;  12.59 

1951  and  11.3  for  1952. 

The  Infant  ^"elfare  Centres  u’itliin  the  District  continue 
to  be  maintained  by  the  County  Coimcil  x/hich  through  its  Health 
and  Educa.tion  Committees  are  responsible  for  offering  protective 
measures  against  smallpox  and  diphtheria.  Or  in  other  x/ords  the 
provision  is  available,  and  it  is  up  to  the  population  to  avail 
themselves  of  it. 

The  fact  that  during  the  year  a number  of  Public 
Enquiries  into  Sexrerage  Schemes  xrere  hold  by  the  Ministry  into 
the  question  of  the  necessity  of  a scheme,  and  into  its  particular 
suitability  illustrates  the  Council’s  appreciation  of  the  need  of 
such  schemes  xrithin  the  area  of  its  jurisdiction.  But,  of  course, 
the  total  number  of  such  enquiries  already  held,  is  not  accepted 
as  representing  the  total  need  of  a modern  community.  It  is  to 
bo  earnestly  hoped  that  the  approved  schemes  xdll  be  brought  to 
finalisation  xdthout  any  hindranco  or  delay.  Such  unnecessary 
delays  in  schemes  already  greatly  overdue  should  bo  regarded  in 
the  light  of  the  continuation  of  conditions  prejudicial  to  health 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  a rehousing  need,  also  to  the  fact  that 
some  nex.^  houses  have  boon  built  x/ith  bathrooms  and  X'/a.ter  closets 
(but  xfith  no  x/atcr  borne  disposal  arrangements) « These  houses  xfere 
built  as  a matter  of  absolute  necessity,  but  thoi"  numbers  x/ero 
limited  by  the  sanitary  lack,  and  in  more  ins tanccs than  one  their 
erection  xvas  permitted  conditional  upon  the  provision  of  a X'/ater 
carriage  disposal  system.  Delays  in  structural  completion  xdll 
also  spell  mounting  costs,  --  as  has  already  been  shox/n  xdthin  the 
District. 


It  is,  of  course,  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  mains  xmter 
sup:dy  and  modern  sanitation  should  parallel  one  another,  and  at 
any  rate  that  a sox/erage  scheme  should  not  appreciably  lag  behind 
piped  pure  X'Ta.tor  provision.  The  importance"  of  the  triad,  - 
rehousing,-  modern  sex/erage,-  and  mains  x-atcr  supply  of  course 
cannot  be  over  stressed. 


As  comp. '.reel  to  15  c.ses  during  195^  thoro  i/er.e  12  • 
eases  of  tuberculosis  during  this  Lust  your=  Cf  these  cases 
9 uerc  respiratory  a.nd  3 u'ere  non-respiratory.  So  far  as 
prevention  of  the  occurrence  these  tvro  main  groups  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  is  co-xerned.^  it  is  well  to  reflect  that  uithin 
t’lis  Comity  of  eight  Sanitary  Districts  the  provision  of 
protection  of  contacts  by  the  use  of  B.C.G,  vaccinations  is  as 
much  as  in  its  third  j^ear.  This  scheme 5 \;hich  is  conducted  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority  in  conjunction  uith  the  Area  Chest 
Physician  has  (as  the  Coimty  Medical  Officer  has  shoun  in  his 
published  figures)  already  resulted  in  the  protection  cf  295 
persons  who  might  have  not  only  contia.cted  the  disease  themselves 
but,  in  doing  so,  have  disseminated  infection  and  consequent 
disability  to  so  many  others.  Although,  of  course,  it  would 
be  very  difficult  to  prove  exactly  statisticly,  yet  there  can 
be  little  doubt  that  this  scheme  will  be  of  great  benefit  in  the 
future  to  this  as  to  the  other  Sanit..;ry  areas. 


As  to  the  prevention  of  the  non-respiratory  type  which' 
is  almost  invariably  of  bovine  origin  and  , therefore,  traceable 
to  milk,-  I would  remind  you  of  the  lamento.ble  occurrence’  referred 
to  in  my  last  year’s  report  when  I detailed  the  events  leading  up  tc 
the  destruction  of  as  much  as  25}^  of  a dairy  herd  due  to  tuberculosi 
It  has  been  argued  that  the  pasteurisation  of  milk  is  the  panacea 
against  that  mode  of  non-respiratory  tuborculcr  spread.  But,  of 
course,  such  heat  treatment  does  not  cover  the  retail  of  raw  milk 
as  T pointed  out  in  connection  v/ith  the  specific  example  already 
quoted.  The  obvious  and  only  real  answer  to  the  milk  borne 
tubercular  infection  of  human  beings  lies  v.dth  the  eradication  of 
bovine  tuberculosis  under  the  revised  Attested  Herds  Schemes  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  also  for  the  specification  of  the 
area  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  mider  the  Food  ^ Drugs  Act. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Abortus  Fever  amongst 
human  beings,  nor  w-s  the  infection  recorded  as  having  been  found 
in  milk.,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  such  cases  have 
occurred  amongst  human  beings  within  the  Northern  Sanitary 
District  and  have  been  traceo.ble  directly  tc  infected  milk. 


In  conclusi'  n,  I should,  yet  again,  like  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk  and 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  i/illing  co-o'cration  and 
help*

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The  sampling  of  water  from  the  mains  controlled  by 
the  Anglesey  County  Council  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Water  Department  of  that  authority,  and  with  few  exceptions  the 
results  are  highly  satisf actoryo 

At  Rhosneigr,  where  the  Waterworks  and  Mains  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Valley  Council,  five  samples  of  the 
treated  water  were  collected  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  Highly  Satisfactory, 

Class  1;  Ministry  of  Healtn  Classification, 

No  samples  of  water  from  any  source  were  submitted 
for  chemical  examination. 

The  Rhosneigr  Water  works  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily,  the  machinery  having  been  overhauled  and  worn 
parts  replaced.  It  has  been  necessary  to  replace  a burst  main 
near  the  station,  this  being  the  second  occasion  that  this  has 
happened,  and  it  is  the  result  of  corrosion  on  the  outer  surface 
of  the  pipe,  probably  due  to  an  acid  reaction  in  the  subsoil  of 
this  particular  area. 

A section  of  a water  main  in  the  Valley  - Four  Mile 
Bridge  area  remains  under  the  control  of  the  Council,  and  it 
has  been  necessary  to  replace  a cracked  pipe  at  Four  Mile  Bridge, 

Three  new  water  service  connections  were  provided  at 
Rhosneigr,  one  for  a new  house,  another  for  the  new  Buildings 
on  the  Railway  Station,  and  the  tnird  being  a temporary  connection 
for  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate,  The  seasonal  taste  and  odour 
was  not  so  objectionable  os  in  previous  summers,  and  there  is  no 
evidence  of  plumbo-solvent  action  in  any  water  supplied  thorugh 
mains . 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Anglesey  County  Council 
control  the  majority  of  the  water  mains  in  the  area,  it  is 
difficult  to  give  an  accurate  return  of  the  number  of  d^nelling 
houses,  and  the  number  of  the  population,  supplied  from  public 
water  mains,  but  the  following  summary  may  be  accepted  as  fairly 
correct ,

The  two  sewerage  schemes  owned  and  operated  hy  the 
Council  at  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay  continue  to  function 
properly,  with  a minimum  maintenance  and  repair  expenditure, 
and  no  nuisance  arises  at  the  points  of  discharge  into  the  seOo 
The  only  repair  work  necessary  at  Rhosneigr  was  to  the  outfall 
on  Braich  Parlwr,  which  was  damaged  by  heavy  seas  during  gales, 
and  at  Trearddui*  Bay  the  machinery  required  the  usual  overhaul 
and  repair  of  slight  damage  following  electric  current  cuts. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Bodffordd  sewerage  scheme 
was  completed  by  the  County  Council  who  were  acting  as  agents  for 
the  District  Council,  and  in  accordance  with  the  arrangement 
made  they  are  responsible  for  operating  the  plant  for  two  years 
after  date  of  completion.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  only  the 
Village  School  drains  had  been  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Those  short  lengths  of  sewers  in  the  Perish  of  Holyhead 
Rural  which  linlc  up  with  the  To'-’n  se^^rers,  are  in  good  order  and 
following  the  completion  of  the  Maes  y Do lyn  Housing  Hstate,  these 
sewers  serve  a total  of  86  dwellings. 

Following  Public  Inquiries  held  the  previous  year,  in 
coiiiiGction  with  the  Valley  and  Four  Mile  Bridge,  and  Caergeiliog 
schemes,  the  Minister  did  not  approve  the  proposed  site  for  the 
disposal  works  in  connection  with  the  former,  and  the  latter  scheme 
was  deferred  indefinitely  as  the  estimated  expense  would  not  be 
Justified  at  the  present  time.  Two  additional  Public  Inquiries 
were  held  in  connection  ^^ith  the-  Aberffraw  and  Bodedern  Schemes, 
both  of  which  were  approved  with  modifications.  Ho  progress  of 
importance  has  been  made  with  the  Bryngwran  scheme,  or  the  Joint 
schemes  with  Holyhead,  and  lilangefni  Urban  District  Councils. 

Minor  repairs  and  maintenance  work  were  carried  out  to 
the  existing  drainage  systems  of  8 villages,  and  when  the  County 
Water  mains  are  extended  to  these  villages  the  problem  of  sewage 
and  sullage  disposal  will  become  acute. 

As  the  result  of  representations  made  to  property 
owners,  new  drainage  systems  have  been  constructed  to  serve  11 
premises,  three  of  which  coinecc  to  sewers,  and  the  remainder  to 
cesspools  or  septic  tanks.

The  extension  of  this  service  has  been  made  to  additional 
outlying  premises,  in  addition  to  new  Housing  Estates  and  new 
houses  built  by  private  builders,  A more  frequent  service  is 
desirable  in  some  areas,  but  this  has  not  been  possible  yet, 
until  additional  sewerage  schemes  come  into  operation  which  will 
relieve  labour  and  vehicles  from  night  soil  cleansing.  Two 
vehicle  are  operated  on  these  services,  both  being  in  good  running 
order,  and  the  illness  amongst  the  drivers  and  attendants  was  at 
a minimum. 


Three  refuse  tips  are  operated  by  the  Council,  and 
maintained  in  a fair  condition,  though  not  strictly  controlled. 
Pest  infestations  are  kept  under  control,  and  the  tips  are 
regularly  treated  every  three  months. 
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Soilo 

This  service  has  also  been  extended  to  outlying 
premises  and  new  Housing  Estates,  Also  during  the  summer 
months  the  work  was  done  during  the  early  hours  of  the  day. 

Street  Cleansing. 

Following  consultation  with  the  Highway  Department 
of  the  Anglesey  County  Council,  a street  cleansing  scheme  for 
the  months  of  April  to  October  was  introduced  at  Rhosneigr  and 
Trearddur  Bay,  the  District  Council  providing  the  labour  and 
supervising  the  work,  and  the  County  Council  contributing  50% 
of  the  actual  expenditure.  This  service  is  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  two  days  a week  for  the  period  stated. 


Beaches  o 


The  beaches  in  the  popular  coastal  areas  are  also 
cleansed  regularly,  and  the  number  of  litter  boskets  increased 
on  the  beaches  and  roadside. 

Public  Co r''.  onie.rces , 

The  two  structures  owned  by  the  Council,  one  each  at 
Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay,  are  in  good  order  and  the  facilities 
afforded  are  greatly  valued  by  the  public.

SHOPS 

There  were  126  shops  operating  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
on  increase  of  two,  102  of  which  v/ere  connected  with  the  food 
trade.  They  are  mostly  operated  by  the  owners,  and  their 
families,  and  in  13  only  ore  assistants  employed  from  outside 
sources.  With  the  easing  of  building  restrictions  considerable 
improvements  have  been  executed.  Running  water,  hot  and  cold, 
with  adequate  washing  facilities,  continues  to  be  the  greatest 
fault .

CAMPING  GITCS  AdD  CARAVANS 

Pifty  seven  sites  were  occupied  by  moveable  dwellings, 
a decxm-ase  of  nine  on  the  previous  yearo  Seven  sites  were 
licensed  as  caravan  sites,  two  of  which  lapsed  at  the  end  of  the 
yeapo  There  were  also  eight  operative  licenses  in  respect  of 
individual  moveable  dwellings o The  fifty  seven  sites  mentioned 
above  were  occupied  for  short  periods  during  the  summer  months 
only,  but  as  they  ore  so  scattered  throughout  the  district  strict 
control  is  difficult o 

Notices  v^ere  served  in  two  cases  where  the  stationing  of 
caravans  exceeded  the  time  limit  permitted,  and  five  notices  were 
served  where  car'^'vans  had  been  stationed  on  unauthorised  sites. 

A statutory  notice  was  served  on  the  owner  of  an  old  double  decker 
bus  v/hich  had  been  stationed  on  land  v;ithout  the  authority  of  the 
Council o 

There  has  been  a slight  improvement  in  the  number  of  new 
houses  completed  during  the  year,  but  the  absence  of  a piped  water 
supply  and  sewage  disx)osal  schemes  is  still  the  main  reason  why 
bettor  progress  is  not  possible.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Counci] 
had  14  estates,  and  in  three  only  niere  piped  water  supplies  available

year  14  were  found  to  bo  totally  unfit  for  habitation.  In  4 
cases  the  owners  gave  a voluntary  undertaking  that  the  houses 
would  not  be  further  used  as  a dwelling  following  the  removal 
of  the  occupiers  to  other  accommodation.  .Action  was  taken 

under  Section  II  of  tiie  Housing  hot  in  respect  of  5 premises,  and. 

follow in-'J’  consideration  by  the  Council,  two  demolition  orders 
were  made,  and  an  undertaking  by  the  owners  to  render  the  houses 
habitable  was  accepted  in  the  other  three  instances.  Similar 
action  was  taken  in  the  remaining  five  cases,  but  consideration 

of  these  did  not  take  place  during  the  year  under  review. 


Three  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered,  and 
21  premises  in  need  of  repair,  which  were  dealt  with  by  prelimin- 
ary notices  three  of  which  remained  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


The  emergency  and  temporary  accommodation  provided  by 
the  Council  at  Mona,  Penrhos  and  Valley  remains  fully  occupied, 
but  the  buildings  at  the  first  two  camps  mentioned  are  showing  a 
rapid  state  of  deterioration,  and  the  cost  of  repiar  works  would 
be  prohibitive . 

Three  additional  applications  were  received  applying 
for  ii.aprovoment  grants.  Tvjo  of  the  applications  could  not  be 
entertained,  but  a grant  was  approved  for  the  third  applicant. 

Minor  repairs  vjore  carried  out  on  all  housing  estates, 
and  the  houses  on  three  estates  were  painted  externally.

Milk  Supply 

There  has  been  a further  increase  cf  milk  production 
in  the  area,  and  all  control  is  exercised  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  A constant  check  is  being  made  on  the  distribution 
to  consumers,  but  no  samples  were  coll acted  on  behalf  of  the 
Council . 


One  new  licence  was  granted  to  a trader,  as  a milk 
distributor,  under  the__Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  I ilk)  PLegulations  1949,  aad  two  others  were 
renewed . 
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Meat 
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There  are  no  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
area,  and  therefore  the  completion  of  the  table  of  inspections 
as  directed  hy  Circular  42/51  (Wales)  is  not  necessary.  Relief 
work  at  the  Holyhead  Slaughterhouse  is  undertaken  when  required, 
and  the  record  of  such  work  will  be  included  in  the  report 
submitte  by  the  Officers  of  the  Holyhead  Urban  District  Council. 

The  butchers  within  the  district,  who  number  15 > are 
supplied  with  meat  from  one  of  the  three  slaughterhouses 
operating  in  the  County.  There  are  eighteen  butcher  shops  in 
the  district,  three  of  which  are  operated  by  one  owner,  and  two 
are  operated  by  another  owner.  Butchers  from  other  districts 
also  deliver  meat  to  consumers  within  the  area. 

All  shops  are  in  a good  clean  condition,  and  as  materials 
become  more  plentiful  and  licensing  restrictions  ore  removed, 
considerable  improvements  hove  been  made.  Cold  storage  facilities 
hove  not  been  extended  owing  to  the  absence  of  electricity  in  many 
areas.  Nine  butchers  manufacture  meat  products  under  hygienic 
conditions.  Sixteen  slaughtermen  were  granted  renewal  of  licences 
under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1955 » three  of  whom  are  employed 
in  a local  knackers  yard,  end  the  remainder  undertake  the  occasional 
slaughter  of  pigs  or  sheep  for  formers,  when  the  latter  ore  licensed 
by  the  Manistry  of  Pood, 

Other  Poods 


Reference  to  Pood  Shops  has  been  made  earlier  in  the 
report,  and  while  existing  conditions  ore  good  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  improve  the  system  of  food  preparation  and  distribution 
from  shops  and  vehicles.  There  ore  no  food  stalls  in  the  area. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  number  of  Catering  Establish- 
ments, School  Canteens,  or  Pish  Priers.  There  has  been  some 
improvement  in  many  of  these  establishments. 


Bakehouses 

The  number  of  bakeries  has  been  reduced  to  11,  all  of 
which  supply  bread  and  conf ectionery  by  retail  and  wholesale. 
Bakers  from  outside  the  area  also  supply  shops  and  consumers. 
Three  notices  to  cleanse  premises  have  been  issued  and  complied 
with. 

Ice  Cream 


Pive  additional  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  by  retail,  and  five  icegistrations  cancelled,  mcJaing 
a total  of  22  retailers,  three  of  whom  are  also  manufacturers 
using  the  cold  mix  ingredients,  and  in  all  premises  the  appliances 
installed  are  up  to  the  required  standard. 

The  County  Pood  and  Drugs  Officer  continued  to  act  as 
sampling  officer,  and  a total  of  2/  samples  were  collected  and 
for^Ajarded  to  the  I-hblic  Health  Laboratory  for  baderiologiccl 
examination. The  following  results  were  obtained s-
